REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Examiner is 
convinced by Applicant's arguments that one skilled in the art at the time of Applicant's 
invention would not have been motivated to formulate acetylcholinesterase inhibitors such as 
rivastigmine, galanthamine, or lycoramine in delayed release formulations. The claimed delayed 
release formulations are distinct from extended release formulations and require that the active 
component not be released for a predetermined time period. Methods of formulating such 
delayed release formulations were well known in the art at the time of Applicant's invention and 
therefore the limitation "formulated so as to delay its activity for a predetermined period of from 
four to twelve hours" is enabled. Regarding the claimed methods, the methods are interpreted by 
the Examiner to require administration of the formulations prior to anticipated sleep in 
formulations that do not release the claimed acetylcholinesterase inhibitors when a subject is 
sleeping.
